While  I  grow  a  variety  of  plants  and 
bulbs,  I  call  the  “Hardy  Old-Fashioned  Plants 
for  “Rockeries’’  and  “Gardens”  my  specialty. 
The  followinig  sftort  list  of  hardy  stock  is 
suitable  for  rock  gardening'.  I  have  includ¬ 
ed  such  varieties  that  the  average  person  is 
familiar  with,  and  my  patrons  who  either 
take  care  of  their  grounds  themselves,  or 
who  put  them '  in  charge  of  inexperienced 
help,  are  not  apt  to  be  successful  with  a 
lot  of  the  other  varieties,  named  on  lengthy 
botanical  lists.

To  successfully  grow*  hardy  lilies,  select 
a  loose,  well  manured  soil.  Plant  the 
bulbs  6  to  8  in.  deep,  placing  a  hand¬ 
ful  of  coarse  sand  in  the  hole,  then 
set.  bulbs  and  cover  with  sand,  after 
which  the  hole  can  be  closed  with  soil. 
Plant  among  shrubbery,  peonies  or 
beds  of  hardy  perennials  in  order  to 
keep  the  soil  cool  and  moist.
